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CONTAINING 


The NATURE and Exp of this SAcRAMENT, and 
the Obligations we are under to receive the Logd's 
SUPPER. 


HE nature and end of the LorD's SUPPER are col- 
lected from many particulars : 

I. The words of the inſtitution, This is my Body : This 
is my Blood —Do this in remembrance of me, ſays Chriſt : 
and the whole diſcourſe of St. Paul, concerning this ſa- 
crament, teacheth us to conſider it as a divine feaſt, in- 
ſtituted and appointed by the Lord Jeſus, in commemo- 
ration of himlelf ; in which Chriſt himſelf is the food 
provided for us ; and will ſtrengthen and increaſe us in all 
goodneſs; provided we feed on him, or on that ſpiritual 
nouriſhment, by faith with thankſgiving. Then we ſhall 
find a new life and ſpirit come into us, and we ſhall wax 
ſtrong in the Lord, and in the power of his might. 

II. We are alſo to conſider this ſacrament, as a feaſt 
upon a ſacrifice, wherein we are more 3 to com- 
memorate the death of our Saviour, who gave himſelf for 
us an offering and ſacrifice to God, for a ſweet ſmelling 
ſavour. In this holy action we ſet forth that ſacrifice for 
us, and our thankful remembrance of his love, and our 
high eſteem of thoſe benefits, which he hath purchaſed 
for us with his bloody death. Thus we ew forth the 
Lord's death till he ſball come; and preſerve the memory of 
his great goodneſs ; and celebrate the memory of thoſe 
divine benefits he hath obtained for us. 

III. Here alſo we make a ſolemn profeſſion of the 
Chriſtian faith, and declare ourſelves to be the diſciples 
and followers of Chriſt, to whom we join ourſelves in fel- 
lowſhip, as members to their head. We declare by this 

| action, 
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action, the entire aſſent of our minds to the truth of all 
that he preached, when he was in the fleſh. For St. Paul 
ſays, that the cup of bleſſing, which we bleſs, is the com- 
munion of the blood of Chriſt; and the bread which we break, 
is the communion of the body of Chr! jt. Therefore, St. 


Baſil writes; That the . of eating the body and 
« drinking the blood of Chriſt 


is for a Semen on

of his obedience unto death, that they who live, ſhould 
not henceforth live to themſelves, but to him, that 
died and roſe again 

So that we Mul reinember; when we are preparing for 
this holy feaſt, that we are going to conſecrate ourſelves 
ancw to the obedience of Chriſt unto death, to renew our 
proteſtations of friendſhip with him, and to confirm the co- 
venant, that is between us: utterly to diſclaim all enmities, 
and oppoſition to his will; and to renew our promiſe, ne- 
never to forſake or deny kim; ; and to vow, in a moſt tfo- 
lemn manner, that we muſt from Pence n live unto him, 
and not unto ourſelves, and ſerve him in fincerity and truth 
all the days of our life. 

IV. This facrament is to be conſidered likewiſe as a feaſt 
upon a ſacrifice for him; wherein we profeſs our belief, 
that G /5 loved the Mor 2 that be gave his only begotten 
for to be a propitiation for our fias, through faith in bis 

blood. The cup, which is here adminiſtred, is the new 
covenant in Chriſt's blood, which was ſhed for the remiſſion 
ius, and aſſures us of forgivencſs through his blood. 

Thus, after the bread and vine are deputed by holy pray- 
er to God, to be uſed for a commemoration of Chrilt's 
death, though they do not ceaſe to be what they were be- 
fore ; yet they become ſomething, which they were not 
before conſecration : They become viſible ſigns or pledges 
_ of that inward and ſpiritual grace, which they are appoint- 

ed by Chriſt himſelf, to repreſent ; which grace is no leſs 
than the S and blood of Chriſt, which are verily and in- 
deed taken 5 5 received by the faithful in the Lord's Supper. 
For th ey have a real fea "1 and portion given them in the 
death and ſufferings of the Lord Jeſus ; ; Whoſe body was 
broken and blood ſhed for the temiſſion of fins. They 
truly and indeed partake of the virtue of his bloody ſa— 
crifice, whereby he hath obtained an eternal redemption 


for 
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for mankind. And it is the nature and office of theſe ſa- 
cramental pledges to aſſure us of the good will of God, 
and of his truth in fulfilling his gracious promiſes. He 
engages to be faithful to us in g7ving them, as we engage 
ourſelves to be faithful to him in receiving them. God 
bids us believe that we ſhall Ee accepted in his beloved : and 
he docs after put us in poſſeſſion of all that, which the 
goſpel promiſes, and the ſacrifice of Chriſt upon the croſs 
obtained for us: no leſs than mercy, grace, and peace; 
remiſſion of fins ; the power of the Holy Glo it, and eter- 
nal life. 

V. This ſacrament is alſo a bond of union amongſt 
chriſtians. They, who believe in one common Saviour, 
and partake of the ſame facrifice, will never forget the du- 
ty of that leſſon, Beloved, i; God ſi beloved us, as to give 
us his only begotten Son, to die for our ſins, we onght al- 
fo to love one another. —T he {ſacrifice here offered is "declai 
rative of chriſtian unanimity, knit together in a firm and 
inſeparable charity. For, when our Lord took the bread 
which is nead together, and made up by the union of ma- 
ny corns, and called it his body, he thereby denoted all 
chriſtian people; In the fame manner, when he took the 
wine, which is preſſed from many grapes, and gathered 
together in one cup, and called it his blood, he allo denot- 
ed his flock, or the congregation of the faithful, joined by 
the mingling together of an united multitude. 

Therefore, when we partake of the table of the Lord, 
let us conſider, that as we are thereby made one with 
Chriſt, ſo we are joined in cloſe union one with another : 
and let us remember when we are preparing to receive this 
heavenly banquet, that as we are going to commemorate 
the deareſt love of our Lord, and to profeſs our love to 
him; ſo we at the ſame time, engage to love all the mem- 
bers of that body, of which Chriſt is the head: that we 
there enter into covenant one with another, as well as with 
Chriſt, by eating of the tame bread, and drinking of the 
ſame cup, never to beunreconciled unto eich other, and ne- 
ver to be hate, revile, injurc, backbite one another, or fall 
out any more: but to live tor the time to come, in the peace 
of God, and in unity and godly love. As this is the effect 
of receiving the ſacrament of Chriſt's body and blood: if 
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it heals the breaches made againſt the faithful, and pro- 
motes chriſtian love and charity; if it nouriſhes a loving 
kind diſpoſition of mind, and keeps the ſoul free from all 
bate ſelfiſineſs and covetous detires ; the oftner any one 
gocs to the Lord's table, with a true penitent heart and 
lively faith, the better chriſtian he will grow. 

For this reaſon our bleſſed Saviour inſtituted this ſacra- 
ment, not for the rich and mighty, but for the pcor and 
weak allo. He invites all ſtates and conditions, and pro- 
miles to receive them without diſtinction, provided they 
do love one another, with a ſincere heart, and unfeigned 
affection. Here the great are taught and engaged not to 
ſcorn them of low degree; and the poor are engaged not 
to envy the great. The rich are called upon to be merci- 
ful and liberal : the poor and needy to be thankful and con- 
tented. The learned and wile not to deipiſe the ignorant 
and weak: and the weak not to judge the ſtrong : but all 
to live together, as loving brethren, and members of the 
ſame body. That io, they may have the ſume care one for a- 
nother. And whether one member ſuffer, all the members may 
ſuffer with it; or one member rejoiceth, all the reſt may re- 
goice with it. That as there is one Lord and one Spirit, and 
one Baptiſin, and one Hope of our calling; ſo the multitude 
ef belie ers may be of one heart, and of one foul, That oe 
may all ſpeak the ſame thing, and that there be-no dir ions 
amongſt us; but that we be perfectly joined together in the 
fame mind, and in the ſame judgment: and that we may 
with one beart and one mouth glorify God, even the father 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

To ſum up all that has been faid, concerning the nature, 
end, and w/e of this holy ſacrament, we muſt acknowledge 
and believe it to be an holy feaſt, in commemoration of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, eſpecially of his death: in which 
we, on our part, make a ſolemn profeſſion of his religion, 
as delivered to us, and contained in the holy goſpels, and 
tie ourſelves in the ſtricteſt covenant to follow him unto 
death, and to live in love and charity with all our chriſtian 
brethren. On the other part, Chriſt makes a repreſenta- 
tion of his dying love to us, and confirms the continuance 
of it, giving us pledges that he will make us heirs of all 
the bleſſings, which were the purchaſe of his body . 

an 
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and his blood ſhed for us. So that, when the miniſter 


gives the bread and the cup to us, we ſhould receive them 
as tokens and aſſurances, given by Chriſt, of his continu- 
ed and everlaſting love and affection : and when we take, 
eat and drink that, which he gives us, we ſhould receive 
it with reſolutions to continue his faithful diſciples, in 
hopes of that eternal life, which God hath promiſed to 
them, that believe in Jeſus Chriſt, whom he hath ſent 
into the world to ſave ſinners. 

Having conſidered the premiſes, it will be no difficult 
matter to ſhew, that it is the duty of all chriſtians to com- 
municate at the Lord's table. It was not inſtituted and or- 
dained for the benefit of one church or nation, or for an 
peculiar ſtate and condition of men ; but for all that call 
upon the name of the Lord, through Jeſus Chriſt our Sa- 
viour, who in his invitation to this feaſt, makes no ex- 
ception, but extends his promiſe of its benefits unto all 
Come, ſays they bleſſed Jeſus, unto me, all ye that trvael 
end are heavy laden, and I will refreſh you. And, the Au- 
thor of our Salvation, knowing how difficult it is for man 
to be drawn toany thing by mere invitation, and that the 
devil, who tempted our firſt Parents to cat the forbidden 
fruit with ſo great ſucceſs, was always diligent to prevent 
their poſterity from receiving the means of grace and ſal- 
vation, and, by aſſuming the form of an angel of light, to 
diſſuade well-diſpoſed chriſtians, by ſcruples and ground- 
leſs fears, to reject ſo kind and loving an invitation, he 
has backed it with a ſpecial command ;—Take, cat; this 
is my body, which is broken for you Drin ye all of this, 
. for this ts my blood ſhed for you. — Do this in remembrance of 

me. For, except ye eat the fleſh of ths Son of man, and 
drink his blood, ye have uo life in you. But, whoſo eateth 
my fleſh and drinketh my blood, hath eternal life, and I will 
raiſe bim up at the laſt day. 

It is, therefore, beyond conception, why ſo many ex- 
cuſe themſelves, or rather ſeck for excuſes to keep them 
from the communion of the body and blood of Chriſt. 
There is nothing which Chriſt cnjoins with more ſolemnity 
and poſitiveneſs than this ſacred action. Conſequently, if 
we confeſs ourſelves obliged to perform his other com- 
mands, there can be nothing invented by men ſufficient to 
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excuſe us from obedience to this command—Do THis— 
A command, whereby our love and affection to Chriſt je- 
ſus, our ever bleſſed Redeemer, is tried and proved in a 
molt particular manner. For, as the only reafon why we 
ſhould 4 this, is becaute he would have us; fo the doing 
of it is a piece of pure obedience, ariſing wholly out of our 
reſpect and affection to him and his injunctions, who laid 
down his life for us ; inſtituted and ordained to keep up 
the memory of our Saviour, and to perpetuate his love to 
the end of the world. 

Thus, the oftner we receive the body and blood of 
Chriſt, we ſhew forth the Lord's death till his coming 
again, and approve our title to the covenant in Chriſt je- 
ſus; becauſe it is a peculiar mark of a chriſtian, a mark 
proper to him alone, who 1s moved to this, not by na- 
ture, and the common light of mankind, but purely by 
his religion and devotion to his Saviour. For there is no 
part of divine worſhip, in which he is intereſted ſo much 
as in this. It is more properly a chriſtian worſhip, than 
any other part of his duty. All the world confeſs that they 
are in duty bound to pray to God, to praiſe him, and to 
give him thanks; but to know-him and acknowledge him 
through Jeſus Chriſt, and to give him thanks by doing 
thrs, belongs only to believers in the Son of God. 

The primitive chriſtians were ſo well convinced of this 
truth, and of the neceſſity of frequenting the Lord's table, 
that they never met to perform the duty of prayer, but 
they communicated by doing this in remembrance of the 
death and paſſion of our Saviour Chriſt; and as long as 
we have any need to grow in the grace of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, to encreaſe in ſtrength and power, to reſiſt and 
conquer all temptations, and to perform our ſeveral du- 
ties; to renew the ſenſe of our obligations to God, and 
to bind ourſelves faſter to him; to heighten our love and 
oratitude, and to {tir up light and joy in God our Saviour; 
ſo long it will be neceſſary to di is, without which we 
cannot obtain thoſe great ends and purpoſes. 

For by theſe outward figns, inſtituted and ordained by 
Chriſt himſelf, we expreſs our hearty conſent to the new 
covenant, made by Chriſt, in his blood; and engage our- 
ſelves to ſtand on the terms and conditions of it. S0 * 
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it is the ſame, as if we refuſed to be of Chriſt's religion; 
ſhould we refuſe or wilfully neglect to come to this holy 
communion. He that made the new covenant with us, 
made theſe outward rites and ſolemnities, to be inſtruments 
of ſtipulation, whereby they, who are willing to enter into 
that covenant, and to be of that religion, thould expreſs 
their agreement and ſubmiſſion to it; and © Yenly declare 
that they acknowledge Jeſus to be the Lord, and that they 
will perform due obedience to every one of his commands. 

The command alto includes a frequent repetition of the 


act of doing this as often, ſays Jeſus, as ye do it. When 


we have once done it, we are to ſignify our continuance 
and ſtedfaſtneſs in that religion, to which, by theſe means 
we have joined ourſelves, by the repeated uſe of the ſame 
means. He that has put his hand to the plow, will never 
reap the fruits of his labour, ſhould he draw back; net- 
ther can we hope to enjoy the benefits of this ſacrament, 
if we abſent from the Lord's table, upon any pretence 
whatſoever. They live, as if they repented of the contract 
which they had made, and renounced our bleiied Saviour, 
who imagine it ſufficient to partake of this ſacrament once 
or twice in a life-time: for Chriſt made the ding this a 
ſpecial evidence and ratification of our devotion to him and 
his ſervice. 

To which if we add all the other purpoſes and ends, for 
which the ſacrament was ordained, they would ttill make 
it appear more obligatory and neceilary, that we ſhould 
frequent the holy communion of the body and blood of our 


dear Redcemer ; if cither thewill of Chriſt, his ſpecial com- 


mand, the practice of all true believers, our own wants, 
our reſpect to the chriſtian religion, or the great benefits 
we are intitled to by d ing this in remembrance of the au- 
thor and finiſher of our faith, can make us conſider and 
judge any thing fo, 

But 1 aſk, where are the perſons whom our Lord 
invites and calls to this holy communion ? It js antwered, 
they are ALL, who are baptized into the name of the 
Lord Jeſus, and ſeriouſly believe his religion; they that 
take upon themſelves to make good that promitc,. vow, 
and covenant, made in their name, when they were hap- 
tized. They are the perſons, who are invited and accept- 
able at the holy table: and of whom Chriit will tage 1t al, 
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ſhould they on any pretence, abſent themſelves. Thete- 
fore, don't entangle yourſelves in endleſs doubts and ſcru- 
ples about the qualifications required in thoſe, who come 
to the Lord's Supper; but be ſatisficd with an examina- 
tion of your own heart by the following plain and certain 
rule, 

Do you believe the goſpel of JeſusChriſt to be the truth 
of God? Do you conſent to be governed by his laws? 
Do you remember, and will you | ke to the vow which 
was made in your name, when you were baptized ? Are 
you defirous to renew that covenant in the manner deſcrib- 
ed? Do you value his favour and grace declared in his pre- 
cious promiſes above all earthly things ? Would you par- 
take of his holy communion, that you may commemorate 
your Saviour's dying love; that you may own and acknow- 
ledge him to be your Saviour, and that you may devote 
and unite your hearts unto him in ſtricter friendſhip ; that 
you may bind yourſelf in the bond of peace to all your 


| brethren, and that you may receive more of his grace and 


greater aſſurance of his love, as the moſt invaluable bleſſ- 
ing? Then lay afide all your fears, and humbly _—_— 
unto him, to render him the ſacrifice of praiſe and Thankſ- 
giving, and to receive freſh tokens of his unchangeable 
love, good will, and affections. 

In a word, if you do truly and earneſtly repent you of 
your fins, and are in love and charity with your neigh- 
bours, and inclined to lead a new life, following the com- 
mandments of God, and walking from henceforth in his 
holy ways; draw near to the holy table with faith, and you 
will reccive the holy ſacrament to your comfort.

Paul, commanded, that as 
oft as we cat the bread, and 
drink the cup in the LokD's 
SUPPER,WEeE mult ſhew forth 
his death till his ſecond com- 
ing to judge the world; who 
himſelf declares, That except 
we feed on the fleth of the 
Son of man, and drink his 
blood, we can have no ſpiri- 
tual life in us; that whoſo 
feeds on his fleſh, and drinks 
his blood, hath eternal life ; 
and he will raiſe him up at 
the laſt day; that his fleth is 
meat indeed, and his, blood 
1s drink indeed! that it is the 
Spirit who quickeneth, the 
(natural) freſh profiting no- 
thing ; and that the words 
which he ſpake, concerning 
thisdivineand heavenly my 
tery, are ſpirit and lite. 

I, thy unworthy ſcrvant, 
do moſt humblybeſcech thee, 
thou holy of holies! that thou 
wouldſt evermore give me 
this bread ; this hidden man- 
na, that giveth life unto the 

world; 
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world; and that thou wouidſt 
frecly adinit me to drink of 
the cup of Salvation, the 
fountain, which thou haſt 
opened for {in and for un- 
cleanneſs; even the precious 
blood of Chriſt, who thro'

in Chriſt, and Chriſt in me;

inſtitution and intention of 
the ſame, by thy Sen Jeſus 
Chriſt, my Lord and Sa- 
viour ; in whoſe name and 
words, and through whoſe 
merits, 1 offer up theſe my 
imperfect prayers, ſaying, 
as he has taught me, 
Our Father, Ge. 


DiIRECTIONsS. 


T1 is very common for young communicants, eſpecially ſuch as are moſt ſeri- 
o and thoughtful, to be diſturbed and troubled, and in ſuch diſorder 
and confuſion, that may prevent, a ready finding out of theſe prayers, and 
in ſome ſort diſtraft his devotions: but let him endeavour to amend 
what he fL obſerve ta be amiſs, as ſoon as he has an opportunity of 
another communion ; and though, after his beſt endeavours, he ſhould 
al:rays find reom to lament his defects and difficulties in the perform- 
ance of this, as well as other duties of religion; yet let him not fear 
that any involuntary failings or infirmities vill ever riſe up in judg- 


ment againſt him. 


Let us do our duty, as well as we can, and though 


it may not be done ſo exattly, as we could wiſh, we have Gop's word 
jor it, that be requires no more of us in hich wwe ought to truſt, aud 
ret lecure, laying afide all fears and deſpondencies,

alms and oblations, if he does not contribute to the baſon or plate?
